Scope  of  Jubilee  Program  for  Alumni  Day,  June  3.

The  act  incorporating  Lehigh  University  was  passed  by  the  Legislature 
of  Pennsylvania  on  February  9,  186  6.  The  University  was  formally  opened 
on  September  1,  of  the  same  year. 

As  a  mean  between  these  two  dates  and  as  a  time  when  students  and 
alumni  can  most  conveniently  attend,  Saturday,  June  3,  which  is  regularly 
Alumni  Day,  has  been  selected  for  the  Alumni  observance  of  the  fiftieth  an- 
niversary of  the  University. 

By  common,  consent  it  will  be  a  family  celebration  rather  than  a  public 
function.  There  will  be  that  greatest  possible  tribute  to  the  influence  of  the 
Alma  Mater  represented,  as  President  Drinker  expresses  it,  in  the  "home 
coming  of  her  sons,"  sons  who  in  all  parts  of  the  world  have  done  work 
that  has  counted. 

The  program,  in  accordance  with  this  thought,  will  be  simple.  As  usual, 
the  University  will  act  as  host  at  the  luncheon  to  follow  the  business  meeting 
of  the  Alumni  Association.  Several  addresses  will  then  be  given,  voicing  the 
pride  Lehigh  men  rightly  feel  in  the  University's  first  half  century  and 
crystalizing  the  ambitions  stirred  for  the  future  in  the  recital  of  deeds  in  a 
noble  past.

Fiftieth    Anniversary    Year    Sees    All 
Registration  Records  Broken 

The  1916  Register  of  Lehigh  Uni- 
vresity,  just  published,  shows  that  in 
this,  the  fiftieth  anniversary  year,  the 
student  registration  is  775,  consider- 
ably the  largest  in  the  University's  his- 
tory. There  are  28  students  more  than 
last  year,  70  more  than'  1914,  and  71 
more  than  in  19  07,  each  of  these 
having  been  record  years. 

Counting  in  the  students  taking  ex- 
tension courses,  which  many  colleges 
include  in  statistics  (there  are  285  in 
Evening  School  and  Saturday  classes), 
Lehigh's  total  enrollment  is  1060. 

Thirty  states  are  represented  in  the 
regular  student-body  of  the  University, 
Pennsylvania  leading  with  418,  New 
Jersej-  coming  second  with  96  and 
other  states  in  order  as  follows:  New 
York  6  9,  Marj-land  44,  Massachusetts 
28,  Connecticut  12,  Virginia  12  and 
District  of  Columbia  11.  The  geo- 
graphical range  is  from  New  Hamp- 
shire to  Florida,  to  Texas,  to  Cali- 
fornia, to  Washington,  to  Minnesota, 
to  Wisconsin,  to  New  York. 

As  has  been  the  case  from  early 
years,  Lehigh  continues  to  draw  from 
foreign  countries.  There  are  students 
in  the  University  this  year  from  twelve 
countries  of  South  America,  Central 
America,  Asia  and  Europe. 

The  summary  of  students  by  courses 
shows  an  enrollment  of  212  in  the 
Arts  and  Science  Department,  W"hich 
includes  Bachelor  of  Arts  ana 
Bachelor  of  Science  students  in  Busi- 
ness Administration,  G-eology,  Biolog> 
and  Mathematics  and  Physics.  The 
totals  in  the  engineering  courses  fol- 
low: Civil  Engineering,  11-3;  Mechani- 
cal Engineering,  136;  Mining  Engi- 
neering, 81;  Metallurgical  Engineer- 
ing, 17;  Elect^ometallurgJ^  22;  Electri- 
cal Engineering,  90;  Chemistry,  33;

The  first  annual  Lehigh  Inter- 
scholastic  Track  Meet,  in  which  high 
schools  and  preparatory  schools  in  the 
Middle  States  have  been  invited  to 
participate,  will  be  held  on  Taylor 
Field  on  Saturday,  May  11.  Four  prize 
loving  cups  will  be  awarded  winners  in 
each  of  the  thirteen  events  scheduled, 
with  a  fifteen-inch  loving  cup,  bearing 
the  seal  of  the  University,  for  the 
school  obtaining  the  highest  number 
of  points  in  the  meet.  To  become  the 
permanent  property  of  any  school  this 
cup  must  be  won  three  times. 

The  Athletic  Committee,  which  has 
the  meet  in  charge,  points  out  that 
alumni  may  help  to  make  it  a  success 
by  urging  their  own  schools  to  send 
representatives.  Lehigh's  facilities  for 
caring  for  the  comfort  of  visiting 
athletes  in  Taylor  Gymnasium,  and 
Field  House  are  exceptional. 


P»rogTess  on  Baseball  Concrete  Stands 

Work  on  the  erection  of  the  new 
concrete  stands  at  the  southeast  corner 
of  Taylor  Field  is  progressing  satisfac- 
torily. The  contract  with  R.  G.  Rich- 
ardson, of  Scranton,  calls  for  their 
completion  by  May  20.  The  early 
season  home  baseball  games  are  being 
played  on  an  improvised  diamond  at 
the  northwest  section  of  the  field. 


Soccer  Team's  Fine  Season 

The  University  of  Pennsylvania 
athletic  authorities  did  Lehigh  the 
honor  of  sending  up  their  first  soccer 
team  for  the  State  League  champion- 
ship match  on  April  1,  although  the 
Penn  seconds  were  members  of  the 
League.  The  Red  and  Blue  first  team, 
winners  of  second  place  in  the  Inter- 
collegiate League,  defeated  Lehigh  in 
a  fast,  clean  game,  4  to  0,  before  a 
large  crowd  in  Taylor  Stadium. 

The  standing  of  the  State  League 
therefore  is:  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, Lehigh,  Lafayette,  Haverford 
second  team. 

Both  Lehigh  and  Lafayette  were 
members  of  a  local  league  that  com- 
peted for  the  Warren  A.  Wiilbur  Cup. 
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The  season's  play  between  the  old 
rivals  resulted  in  two  victories  for 
Lehigh  out  of  three  games. 


Creditable  Basketball  Record 

In  reviews  of  the  triumphant  basket- 
ball season  of  the  University  of  Pitts- 
burgh, Lehigh  appeared  as  the  one 
team  to  which  Pitt  lost.  Swarthmore, 
which  likewise  had  a  notably  success- 
ful year,  had  only  two  defeats  re- 
corded, to  Lehigh  and  Princeton. 
While  the  Lehigh  five  also  lost  one 
game  each  to  Pitt  and  Swarthmore, 
the  credit  of  merited  victories  over 
them  remains. 

Eighteen  contests  were  included  in 
the  schedule,  and,  of  these,  eleven  re- 
sulted in  victory  for  the  Brown  and 
White.  Only  one  defeat  was  -suffered 
on  the  home  floor,  the  final  game  of 
the  season  which  Penn  State  de- 
servedly won,  thereby  beating  Lehigh 
out  for  second  place  in  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Intercollegiate  League. 

Lehigh  more  than  evened  up  for  an 
earlier  defeat  at  Easton  by  trouncing 
Lafayette,   2!5   to   16,   on  March   1.

Three  matches  won,  three  lost  and 
third  place  in  the  Intercollegiates  was 
the  record  of  Lehigh's  1916   wrestling 


team.  In  view  of  the  unexpected  loss 
for  various  causes  of  the  1915  veterans, 
Good,  Sawtelle,  Thomas  and  Martin, 
and  the  necessity  of  developing  new 
material,  the  results  were  satisfactory 
and  most  creditable  to  Coach  Sheridan. 

Lehigh  opened  with  a  28  to  2  vic- 
tory over  the  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology  team  on  February  5. 
After  losing  to  the  New  York  Athletic 
Club,  12  to  18,  the  Lehigh  matmen 
won  every  bout  from  the  Springfield 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  representatives  on  Wash- 
ington's Birthday. 

Pennsylvania  State  defeated  Lehigh 
on  March  3,  but  the  score  of  23  to  2 
does  not  reveal  how  close  each  of  the 
bouts  were.  On  the  next  day,  at  Pitts- 
burgh, the  Brown  and  White  "canae 
back"  against  the  University  of  Pitts- 
burgh; score,  21  to  4.  Cornell  won 
every  bout  on  March  11  in  a  match 
that  lost  the  services  of  Martin,  the 
12  5-pound  champion,  who  was  hurt.

Unique  Honor  Held  by  D.  Lackey,  '95

OBITUARY 


Richard  Harding  Davis,  '86 

Richard  Harding  Davis,  '86,  died 
suddenly  of  heart  disease  in  his  home 
at  Cross  Roads  Farm,  near  Mount 
Kisco,  N.  Y.,  on  Tuesday  night,  April 
11.  He  was  found  dead  by  Mrs.  Davis 
in  the  library,  where  he  had  gone  to 
telephone  a  message  to  a  friend  in 
New  York. 

Mr.  Davis  was  born  in  Philadelphia 
April  18,  1864,  a  son  of  L.  Clarke 
Davis,  a  noted  journalist  who  was  for 
many    years     Editor     of    the     "Public 


Ledger,"  and  Rebecca  Harding  Davis, 
an  author  of  high  rank.  His  uncle 
was  Professor  H.  Wilson  Harding,  who 
served  in  the  faculty  of  Lehigh  Uni- 
versity from  1872  to  1897,  and  was 
Emeritus  Professor  of  Physics  from 
1897  to  1906.  Mr.  Davis  studied  in 
Ulrich's  Preparatory  School  in  Beth- 
lehem, now  the  Bethlehem  Prepara- 
tory School.  He  entered  Lehigh  in 
September,  1882,  as  a  special  student 
in  the  Latin-Scientific  course.  He 
spent  three  years  in  the  University, 
withdrawing  on  June  18,  1885.  He 
was  a  factor  in  many  of  the  under- 
graduate activities.  He  served  as  his- 
torian of  the  Class  of  1886  in  his 
Freshman  and  Sophomore  years.  As 
a  member  of  the  '86  eleven  that  met 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  Sopho- 
mores on  December  8,  1883,  he  took 
part  in  the  first  football  game  ever 
played  at  Lehigh.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Varsity  team  in  1884.  At  the 
fall  meetings  of  the  Athletic  Associa- 
tion in  1882  and  1883  he  won  the 
hurdle  races. 

His  classmate,  M.  A.  deWolfe  Howe, 
formerly  of  the  editorial  staffs  of  the 
"Atlantic  Monthly"  and  the  "Youth's 
Companion"  and  now  Editor  of  the 
Harvard  Alumni  Bulletin,  wrote  of  Mr. 
Davis  in  the  '99  "Epitome": 

"None  of  the  early  members  of  the  Ar- 
cadia Club  can  recall  its  meetings  without 
bringing  before  the  mind  a  vivid  picture  of 
Davis,  full  of  song,  story  and  good  fellow- 
ship. The  Arcadia  was  his  own  project  and 
his  delight,  and  I  suspect  the  Mustard  and 
Cheese  owes  a  large  part  of  its  debt  for  ex- 
istence to  the  same  creditor.  The  Burr  lost 
little  time  in  making  him  one  of  its  board, 
and  of  course  it  was  in  this  association  that 
his  college  performances  most  clearly  fore- 
shadowed his  later  achievements.  The  rest 
of  us  knew  that  the  'Conway  Mawr'  stories, 
in  spite  of  the  incorrigible  tendency  towards 
beginning  with  a  request  for  the  tobacco  jar, 
were  uncommonly  clever  for  the  Burr,  and 
that  Davis's  verses  deserved  to  be  copied,  as 
they  were,  in  other  college  papers :  but  I 
doubt  if  any  of  us  had  the  shrewdness  to 
foresee  that  a  further  developmenit  of  the 
very  powers  which  these  writings  revealed 
would  make  our  colleague  in  ten  or  a  dozen 
years  one  of  the  most  popular  of  American 
writers." 

Mr.  Davis's  first  experience  as  a  war 
correspondent  was  in  the  conflict  be- 
tween Greece  and  Turkey.  He  was  a 
correspondent  for  the  "London  Times," 
the  "New  York  Times,"  the  "New  York 
Tribune,"  the  "New  York  Herald"  and 
other  newspapers  in  all  of  the  impor- 
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tant  wars  since- — the  Spanish-Ameri- 
can, South  African  and  Russo-Japa- 
nese Wars,  the  seizure  of  Vera  Cruz 
and  the  present  "Great  War."  The 
"New  York  Times"  said  that  he  was 
"one  of  the  few  war  correspondents 
who  saw  actual  fighting  in  the  pres- 
ent "war."  "Scribner's  Magazine"  and 
"Collier's  Weekly"  published  the  war 
correspondence  of  Mr.  Davis  in  its  fin- 
ished form. 

Beginning  with  "Soldiers  of  For- 
tune" in  189  6,  Mr.  Davis  wrote  about 
thirty  volumes  of  fiction,  including 
short  stories,  novels,  and  plays.  Among 
the  most  popular  of  these  are:  "The 
King's  Jackal,"  "Ranson's  Folly," 
"Captain  Macklin,"  "Real  Soldiers  .of 
Fortune,"  "Vera  the  Medium,"  "The 
Red  Cross  Girl"  and  "Somewhere  in 
France."  Most  successful  of  Mr.  Da- 
vis's plays  were  "The  Dictator,"  "Sol- 
diers of  Fortune,"  and  "The  Yankee 
Tourist." 

Tributes  to  Mr.  Davis 

Theodore  Roosevelt,  after  sending  a 
message  to  Mrs.  Davis,  wrote  a  tribute 
that  concluded:  "His  death  is  a  loss  to 
American  citizenship  and  to  American 
letters." 

Irvin  S.  Cobb,  the  author,  said,  after 
Mr.  Davis's  death:  "I  am  convinced 
that  he  was  as  good  a  short  story 
writer  as  this  generation  has  pro- 
duced." 

Rupert  T.  Hughes,  the  novelist,  is 
quoted  in  the  "New  York  Tribune"  as 
follows: 

"Richard  Harding  Davis  was  a  master  of 
the  art  of  fiction,  with  an  extraordinary  gift 
for  seizing  the  interest  and  holding  it  with- 
out sign  of  strain.  His  people  were  real  and 
spoke  human  talk.  In  his  characters  you 
saw  the  real  people  he  met  at  the  wars  and 
In  his  travels.  He  could  describe  battle  and 
adventure  with  amazing  brilliance.  Davis 
has  contributed  to  American  literature  a  note 
of  social  picturesqueness  of  a  sort  that  it 
had  hitherto  lacked." 

Dr.  Henry  S.  Drinker,  '71,  in  a  tele- 
gram of  sympathy  to  Mrs.  Davis  said: 
"We  were  proud  of  his  achievements 
in  literature  and  esteemed  him  as  a 
friend." 

There  were  numerous  editorials  in 
the  New  York,  Philadelphia  and  other 
newspapers  in  comment  upon  Mr.  Da- 
vis's work  and  place  in  literature. 
Short  extracts  from  a  few  are  given 
herewith: 


Editorial,  Neio  York  Tribune,  April  13. — 
"The  untimely  death  of  Richard  Harding 
Davis  deprives  American  journalism  and  cur- 
rent American  fiction  of  one  of  its  most  pic- 
turesque figures.  *  *  *  jjig  o-^yjj  lifg  iig. 
made  romance.  This  country  could  have  bet- 
ter spared  a  more  serious  artist,  a  profounder 
thinker,  than  this  eternal  boy.  He  will  be 
missed  by  youths  and  maidens.  And  that,  af- 
ter all,  is  an  enviable  epitaph." 

Editorial  in  the  Xeio  York  Evening  Post, 
April  12. — "He  was  able  to  do  largely  with- 
out the  artificial  'punch'  of  slang.  He  showed 
how  language  may  be  colorful  and  pungent 
and  modern  without  distortion." 

Editorial  in  the  Neio  York  World,  April 
13. — "Whether  or  not  he  finds  a  permanent 
place  among  American  fiction  writers,  Rich- 
ard Harding  Davis,  by  reason  of  his  versatile 
pen  and  combined  reportorial  and  literary 
capacity,  will  be  remembered  as  an  unusually 
picturesque  figure  in  contemporary  litera- 
ture." 

Editorial  in  the  Philadelphia  Press,  April 
13. — "The  sudden  and  untimely  death  of 
Richard  Harding  Davis  at  the  comparatively 
early  age  of  fifty-two  is  an  appreciable  loss 
to  American  literature." 

New  York  Sun,  April  13. — "Richard  Hard- 
ing Davis's  fifty-two  years  of  life  were  full 
of  color  and  manly  achievement." 


Edward  F.  Fassitt,  A.C.,  '71 

Edward  F.  Fassitt,  a  graduate  of 
Lehigh  University  as  an  Analytical 
Chemist  in  the  Class  of  1S71,  died  in 
his  home,  825  Fifth  Street,  Ocean 
CitJ^  N.  J.,  last  October  19,  after  an 
illness  due  to  liver  trouble.  He  was  66 
years  old. 

George  V.   Sneden.   '75 

George  V.  Sneden,  Engineer  Mainte- 
nance of  Way,  New  York  &  Long 
Branch  Railroad,  died  on  December 
24  last  in  his  home  in  Red  Bank,  N.  J., 
aged  60  years.  He  was  born  in  Fred- 
ericksburg, Va.,  a  son  of  William  S. 
Sneden,  a  pioneer  railroad  construc- 
tion engineer.  Prepared  in  the  Red 
Bank  High  School  and  Freehold  In- 
stitute, he  entered  Lehigh  as  a  special 
student  in  the  Class  of  1875. 

Upon  leaving  the  University  Mr. 
Sneden  worked  on  the  engineering 
corps  that  built  the  New  York  &  Long 
Branch  Railroad.  Later  he  was  em- 
ploj'ed  with  the  Central  Railroad  of 
New  Jersey.  In  18S2  he  was  made 
chief  clerk  to  the  Superintendent  of 
the  New  York  &  Long  Branch  and  on 
this  road  he  served  in  recent  years  as 
Acting  Superintendent  and  Engineer 
Maintenance  of  Way.

Lightner  Henderson,  President  and 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  structural  engi- 
neering firm  of  Purdy  &  Henderson, 
died  on  March  17,  in  the  North  Chi- 
cago Hospital,  Chicago,  of  hemorrhage 
of  the  brain.

ALUMNI  IN  LATIN  AMERICA 


Professor  Miller  Tells  of  Lehigli  3Ien 
Met  on  His  Recent  Trip 

Dr.  Benjamin  L.  Miller,  Professor  of 
Geology  in  Lehigh  University,  who  re- 
cently returned  from  travels  through 
Central  and  South  America,  has,  at 
the  request  of  the  Bulletin,  given  an 
account  of  his  meetings  with  Lehigh 
men  in  these  countries. 

"The  oldest  graduate  met  was  Raymundo 
Floresta  de  Miranda,  M.E.,  '72.  Mr.  de  Mi- 
randa was  sent  to  Lehigh  by  the  Brazilian 
Government  and  most  of  his  time  since  re- 
turning to  Brazil  has  been  spent  in  the  con- 
struction and  operation  of  the  Government 
railroads.  He  is  at  present  Federal  Delegate 
of  the  Government  Railways,  a  position  of 
great  responsibility.  A  retentive  memory  has 
no  doubt  been  an  important  asset  in  his  suc- 
cess and  to  hear  him  quote  poems  memorized 
while  at  Lehigh  is  especially  enjoyable.  He 
apologizes  for  his  inability  to  write  the  value 
of  Pi  to  more  than  54  decimal  places  now, 
whereas,  during  his  student  days,  he  could 
write  it  to  114  decimal  places.  Mr.  de  Mi- 
randa hopes  to  return  for  the  fiftieth  anni- 
versary in  June. 

"In  Chile  we  met  a  number  of  Lehigh 
men.  At  Sewell,  high  up  in  the  Andes  of 
Central  Chile,  where  the  mill  and  smelter  of 
the  Braden  Copper  Company  is  located,  I  was 
greeted  by  three  Lehigh  fellows  who,  by  in- 
dustry and  zeal,  are  'winning  their  spurs.'  A. 
T.  Ward,  El. Met.,  '14,  has  been  entrusted 
with  some  highly  important  experiments, 
which  the  Company  has  instituted  ;  and  in 
addition  is  Associate  Editor  of  Teniente 
Topics,  a  monthly  journal  issued  by  the  em- 
ployes of  the  company.  J.  R.  Danner,  E.E., 
'14,  is  Assistant  to  the  Chief  Electrician  and 
has  a  great  variety  of  work  to  supervise  as 
the  operations  are  dependent  upon  hydro- 
electric power ;  and  J.  T.  Rees,  '10,  is  em- 
ployed in  the  Construction  Department. 

"At  Tofo  where  the  Bethlehem  Steel  Com- 
pany is  developing  their  extensive  iron  ore 
deposit,  F.  T.  Nagle,  M.E..  '08,  was  found  in 
charge  of  the  mechanical  work  connected 
with  the  construction  and  equipment  of  the 
machine  shop  and  ore  crushers.  He  has 
since  returned  to  this  country. 

"In  the  nitrate  fields  of  Northern  Chile 
where  rain  is  practically  unknown  T.  R. 
Davies,  M.E.,  '11.  has  recently  completed  the 
construction  of  an  extensive  plant  for  the 
refining  of  the  sodium  nitrate,  so  important 
as  a  fertilizer  and  in  the  manufacture  of  gun 
powder  for  the  European  combatants.  His 
classmate,  G.  R.  Horner,  M.B..  '11.  arrived 
in  Iquique  as  engineer  for  the  Nitrate  Agen- 
cies while  we  were  in  the  region  and  was  ac- 
customing himself  to  the  unusual   conditions 


of  that  arid  city  where  not  a  spear  of  grass 
grows  except  by  irrigation. 

"In  Lima,  Peru,  it  was  a  disappointment 
to  fail  to  meet  H.  E.  Steele,  M.E.,  '07,  who 
was  absent  from  the  city.  Many  men  met 
had  much  to  say  in  praise  of  the  efficient 
work  which  he  has  done  for  W.  R.  Grace  & 
Co.,  the  most  important  business  firm  on  the 
West  Coast  of  South  America. 

"After  a  day's  trip  over  the  famous  Oroya 
railroad  which  reaches  an  elevation  of  14,665 
feet  above  sea  level,  .T.  H.  Smith,  jr.,  E.Mi, 
'11,  and  A.  C.  MacHardy,  E.M.,  '14,  were  on 
hand  at  the  Cerro  de  Pasco  station  to  accord 
a  warm  Lehigh  welcome.  These  men  entered 
the  employ  of  the  Cerro  de  Pasco  Mining 
Company,  one  of  the  largest  mining  com- 
panies of  South  America  on  their  graduation 
from  Lehigh.  Both  were  holding  very  im- 
portant engineering  positions  at  the  time 
but  Smith  has  since  been  compelled  to  return 
to  the  States  as  the  high  altitude  after  a  few 
years  usually  affects  the  persons  living  there 
and  necessitates  a  change. 

"At  Huijra,  Ecuador,  between  Guayaquil 
and  Quito,  'Joe'  Vela,  M.E..  '11,  C.E.,  '1,3,  is 
stationed  as  the  Government's  representative 
supervising  the  construction  of  a  railroad  line 
to  Cuenca.  After  his  experience  with  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  he  finds  it  difficult  to 
be  patient  with  the  slow  rate  of  progress 
made  in  this  project. 

"Most  of  the  Lehigh  engineers  who  were 
engaged  in  the  Canal  Zone  during  the  days 
of  active  construction  of  the  Panama  Canal 
have  now  gone  elsewhere  yet  Panama  still 
holds  one  of  Lehigh's  most  loyal  sons  in  the 
person  of  E.  T.  Lefevre,  '96,  Secretary  of 
Foreign  Affairs  of  the  Republic  of  Panama. 
During  the  celebration  of  Panama's  Inde- 
pendence Day  last  November  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Lefevre  gave  a  very  elaborate  reception  in 
the  Government  Palace  in  the  place  of  the 
President  who  was  in  mourning  at  the  time. 
It  was  a  source  of  keen  regret  that  T  was 
rmable  to  partake  of  Mr.  Lefevre's  hosiiitality 
as  my  time  was  limited. 

"In  Costa  Rica  a  number  of  Lehigh  men 
are  upholding  the  name  of  their  Alma  Mater. 
Carlos  Yglesias,  B.S..  '95,  B,M.,  '96,  has  been 
interested  in  several  Industries  in  that  coun- 
try and  at  the  time  of  my  visit  was  engaged 
in  an  oil  proposition.  H.  F.  Lefevre,  B.S., 
'92,  E.M.,  '93,  has  long  been  en.gaged  in  min- 
ing in  Costa  Rica  and  is  at  present  Manager 
of  the  principal  gold  mining  company  of  that 
country.  P.  G.  Spilsbury.  E.M.,  '05,  is  Gen- 
eral Manager  of  the  Aguacate  Gold  Mines  and 
in  spite  of  extreme  difficulties  has  developed 
a  mine  of  much  promise.  Many  new  and 
ingenious  methods  devised  by  him  are  of 
especial  interest  in  the  eouipment  of  these 
mines.  J.  L.  Matamoras,  C,E.,  '13,  is  Lehigh's 
youngest  representative  in  Costa  Rica,  yet 
already  he  has  had  a  part  in  several  im- 
portant engineering  works."

"Chemical  Calculations"  is  the  work 
of  Samuel  H.  Salisbury,  Jr.,  B.S.  (in 
Chem.),  '06,  Assistant  Professor  of 
Chemistry,  and  James  Scott  Long, 
Ch.E.,  '14,  Instructor  in  Chemistry,  in 
Lehigh  University.  The  authors  have 
presented  methods  for  the  solution  of 
general  problems  in  elementary  chem- 
istry, pure  and  applied.  They  empha- 
size the  value  of  explanation  on  some 
fundamental  basis,  avoiding  the  use 
of  mathematical  formulas  as  far  as 
possible. 

Problems  are  given  in  each  chapter. 
An  appendix  includes  tables,  factors 
for  the  conversion  of  units  from  one 
system  to  another  and  a  bibliography. 

This  work  is  now  in  use  in  Chem- 
istry classes  at  Lehigh.  Its  tentative 
form  as  to  mechanical  makeup  will 
readily  permit  corrections  as  erroriS 
develop  and  changes  in  the  text  ap- 
pear wise.

"Maintenance  of  Way  and  Structure,"

The  following  are  extracts  from  a 
review  of  "Maintenance  of  Way  and 
Structures,"  by  William  C.  Willard, 
M.S.,  '07,  Assistant  Professor  of  Rail- 
way Engineering  in  McGill  University;
